ENGLISH COAST 


British Anti-Aircraft 
and “Spitfires” 
Repulse It 


London, July IO (A P ) — Ten Ger­ 
man 
planes

down this afternoon in a great air 
battle over England’s .southern coast 
and the English channel involving 
nearly 150 planes. 
An air raid warden at a south­ 


eastern English port said two forma­ 
tions of German raiders, each nearly 
50 strong, 
attacked

ship was sunk.

Says: 


France Is 
An Aping 
Decrepit 


By DEW ITT MACKENZIE 
Nazi Germ any is sitting today a t 
Munich as judge, jury and high ex­ 
ecutioner in connection 
with 
the 
dangerously muddled affairs of the 
turbulent Balkans. 
O ut of this, am ong other things, 
likely will come a decision as to 
w hether the sovereign state of Ru­ 
m ania shall be ordered to give up 
a slice of her territory to Hungary. 
If th at happens, King Carol can’t 
help himself. 
He has nothing to 
say about the m atter. He must take 
orders from Berlin or go through 
the mill. 
This is a fair representation of 
nazi domination of Europe at the 
moment. It provides concrete back­ 
ing for the statem ent 
made 
the 
other day by Robert Ley, German 
labor front director, that France as 
an aging decrepit, must yield Euro­ 
pean 
continental 
hegemony 
to 
youthful, virile Germany. 
There is only one power which 
could intervene to block a Germ an 
decision regarding the Balkans—or 
any other European countries for 
th a t m atter. 
T hat is Russia. 
No 
one else 
has the strength, with 
France smashed and Brtiain facing 
an attack against her life. 
Should the bolshevists take strong- 
arm action in opposition 
to G er­ 
many, 
th at 
would 
automatically 
throw the Muscovites and the B rit­ 
ons into the same camp. Ipso facto 
we should have an Anglo-Russian 
partnership. 
This brings me up to my main 
point. 
W hether they like it or not j 
(and they don't like it) Russia and 
England are headed for cooperation. 
They are going to be thrown to­ 
gether sooner or later 
(probably 
sooner) by force of circumstances— 
nazi domination. 
T hat is, this will 
happen unless Hitler suceeds in his 
threat to crush Britain. 
This situation has been brought 
about by the destruction of the bal­ 
ance of power in Europe. The power 
is largely in the hands of one indi­ 
vidual—Herr Hitler. 
He can do as 
he likes because there isn t suf­ 
ficiently strong opposition to stop 
him. 
The 
Anglo-French 
brotherhood 
used to m aintain the balance of 
power. T hat influence is burned on 
the battlefield of Flanders. 
If this position is to be rectified, 
the balance of power must be re­ 
stored. 
“Balance of power" means a "just 
equilibrium" between nations which 
will prevent one of them, or a group 
of them , from dom inating the rest. 
T hat is, if we have a strong nation 
(Germ any for instance), or group 
of nations, on one side of the scales, 
without any corresponding weight on 
the other side, obviously the balance 
is upset. 
So wet set about to put on tile 
empty side another nation or com­ 
bination of nations which will even 
the balance up. 
The way things stand, restoration 
of 
the 
balance 
can 
come 
only 
through an alliance between Russia 
and England. In April of last year 
Moscow tried to revieve the old 
triple alliance—Russia, France and 
England—but the idea failed. 
Then the Russo-French mutual as­ 
sistance pact, which had received a 
fatal stab at Munich, died with the 
signing of the non-aggression pact 
between the reds and the nazis. 
It 
was this additional strength which 
enabled Hitler to go ahead with his 
challenge to the balance of power. 
RUsso-British cooperation might 
come 
at any moment, 
the 
way 
things are breaking, or it m ight be 
delayed. 
But it will come in due 
course unless, as I have remarked, 
England is shattered in the coming 
nazi attack

IRCULATING libraries have always in­ 
terested me. 
W henever I come across 
one I browse through its shelves. 
I pick out 
the worn copies and look them over.

of them a trifle abused, many unkept and dis­ 
abled, needing medical attention— and some 
still fragrant in my imagination, as books 
that have brought beauty and inspiration into 
many a reader’s mind and heart. 
I like to think of the many types of homes 
in which these books have found temporary 
lodging. 
I like to think of the various emo­ 
tions that each has created, or aroused. Per­ 
haps some of the spots upon the many tu rn ­ 
ed pages are those th at mark an evaporated 
tear! 
Heroes of yesteryear, adventures, discover­ 
ers, lovers and villains— gossipers, intellectu­ 
als, and flaming egoists, fill the pages of these 
books. Many of them remind us of our next­ 
door neighbor, or some distant acquaintance

I Houghton Mifflin:

T IS too bad it takes so long to publish a book, 
tor D ouglas R eed’s shrew d “Nem esis?" m ight 
have seemed prophetic and probable had it appeared 
a week or two a lte r he w rote it.* B ut it did not. 
Ju st the sam e, the book is w ortti reading even 
though the reader m ust constantly revise and realign 
the text bi the light of things w hich have happened 
the last two m onths. 
Reed Hie wrote “In san ity F a ll” 
am ong oilier things) put “ N em esis?” together a lte r 
war began und before the G erm an push into France. 
He was not a t all sure H itler would risk u blitzkrieg 
against tile Allies when he wrote. 
And in any case 
tiis chief interest was the story of O tto S trusser —- 
who was sure that H itler m ust try tile attack in R a­ 
w est. 
S trasser is the brother of th e G regor S trasser who 
was clos * to H itler until m urdered. 
O tto him self was 
active in the Nazi party for a tim e, until, indeed, he 
and H itici had a tw o-day conversation in which the 
la tte r convinced his lieu ten an t th a t th e "L eader" was 
actually working for the “in terests’,' ag ain st th e people 
he was presum ably representing. 
T his was before 
H itler swooped upw ard in G erm any. 
And it resulted 
in S lrasser s becoming a fugitive, as well as the head 
of the so-cailed “Black F ro n t” ag ain st tile Nazis. 
Recd is telling O tto S tra sse r’s story against a back­ 
ground of tyranny in G erm any an d ineffectual dod­ 
dering rn England, 
It is an exciting story of action 
as an officer in the first W orld w ar. sincere labor tot 
G erm any afterw ard, a break w ith H itler an d a sub­ 
sequent life w ith (literally) a revolver handy to his 
rig h t h an d ever since. 
It also is tile story of an 
am azing undercover m ovem ent in G erm any p artici­ 
pated in by m any m en in high places. 
These are 
n atu rally not nam ed, and because of this fact th ere 
is a vagueness about the Black F ro n t w hich m ight 
have foretold to an ustute observer its com parative 
im potence in the late (and cu rren t) crisis. 
It is evident th a t Reed thinks E ngland h as nobody 
to blume but herself for her p resen t position. 
He 
believes w holeheartedly in Strasser and his plan for 
u m ore real socialism in G erm any, a socialism som e­ 
w here betw een fascism and com m unism 
Tile w rit­ 
ing of “N em esis?” is brilliant, a t tim es ruthless. 
But 
the book was born six m onths too late. 
And where is O tto S trasser now?

W.F.A. Also Discovers 
Boys Pants Not 
Bought by Age 


Washington. July IO (AP).—The 
W P A. 
offered 
photographic 
and 
! linear proof today that there is no 
such thing as an average American 
child. 
The evidence was presented in 
one corner of the WP.A.’s welfare 
projects exhibition—a sort of side­ 
show of society. 
Believing that there can be as 
much difference in the sizes of two 
14-year-old 
boys 
in 
Maine 
and 
Georgia as there is in their accents, 
the W P A went out and measured 
147,088 typical American children 
in 15 states. 
Some 14-year-old boys, it found, 
weigh 115 pounds and are five feet 
five inches tall. 
Others weigh 145 
pounds and are five feet tall. 
Still 
others are almost six feet and weigh 
but 120. 
“Take an average of those three." 
said one of the 
measurers, 
“and 
try to get an average pair of pants 
on him.*’ 
Size and Not Age B uying 
The bureau of home economics 
participated in the mass measuring. 
Officials believe that the statistics 
will lead to size-buying and not age- 
buying, and that a better-dressed 
juvenile American will result. 
Another corner of the exhibition 
shows how the W.P.A. has been 
teaching household 
workers 
such 
things as which spoon to serve with 
the soup and where to put it. 
More than 22.000 women, referred 
to W PA. by state employment of­ 
fices and public agencies, have been 
trained for these jobs, and 18.000 
of them have been placed in pri­ 
vate homes. 
Before the training, many of them 
wouldn’t have .served any spoon 
with the soup and 
would have 
polished up the knife 
peas.
